SCHOOL REPORT. 


In presenting to the citizens of Wentworth my report of the 
schools for the past year, I will say that with few exceptions 
the schools have been a success. In a few of our schools, how- 
ever, I did not find as much improvement as there had ought to ° 
be. ‘This was due partly to faults of the teacher, and partly to 
outside influence. We cannot have good schools unless the 
people in the district are united in the support of the teacher. 
Comments unfavorable to the teacher should not be made in 
the presence of scholars. 

The enumeration of scholars between five andefifteen years of 
age,-as taken by the Selectmen on the first day of April, 1883, was 
as follows: Number of boys, 64; number of girls, 54; making in 
all, 118. | | 

J will now report each school as correctly as possible from 
what I could learn during my visits, as follows: 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Spring and fall terms taught by Miss P. M. Plummer with ” 
excellent success. Winter term taught by Mr. C. W. Marston, 
who also had good success. I wish more of our teachers would 
- follow Mr. Marston’s example, and teach their scholars to write 
instead of allowing them to follow their own inclinations. 


DISTRICTS NOS. 2 and 9. 


Spring term taught by Mr. E. J. Tenney. The school ap- 
peared well when I made my visit at the commencement. 
Closing sooner than I expected, I was unable to visit at® the 
close. Fall term taught by Mr. C. W. Marston. The scholars 
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passed a good examination at the closé of the school. Winter 
term taught by Mr. J. C. Whitney. Irecéived no notice ofthe | 
time the school would close, so am unable to report. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Spring term taught by Miss N. A. Ellsworth. There were. 
only two scholars, arfd those both small, so of course the school 
was quiet and made fair advancement. Fall term taught by 
Miss J. C. Andross. *It would be hard to find a better teacher, 
and it is not necessary for me to say the scholars made good 
advancement. Winter term taught by Miss S. A. Morse. I 
did not visit her school at the close, but have not heard of any’ 
fault. ’ 

DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Taught for the year by Miss A. A. Libbey. The people in 
this district were fortunate in securing the services of so good 


a teacher.

Two terms taught:by Miss E. M. Kelley. The scholars ap- 
peared well, and passed.a good examination at the close of the 
fall term. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. . 


Spring term taught by Miss A. F. Whitcher. Miss W. la- 
bored hard, and, considering the fact that it was her first school 
and where she had attended school, the scholars made good ad- 
vancement in some of their studies. Winter term taught by 
Mrs. C.J. Waldron. The school was quiet and studious during 
my visits, and passed a good examination at the close. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 
Taught for the year by Miss H. E. Turner, with good results, . 
DISTRIGT NO. 11. 


One term only, taught by Miss H. A. Clark. The order was 
good, but the scholars did not pass a good examination at the 


close of the term. x ; 
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* DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Spring term taught by Miss A. H. Whitmore. The pupils 
were very thorough in their studies, and passed an excellent ex- 
amination at the close of the term. Winter term taught by 
Mr. E. G. Tenney. On account of a severe storm I did not visit 
the school at the close, but have no doubt of its success. 


I find that only two or three of the school-houses have a 
sufficient supply of black-board, and I think that a portion of 
the school money allowed for incidental repairs could not be ex- 
pended for anything more beneficial to the schools.
